The schoolbell will ring here 
September 24, 25 and 26 for coed 
homemakers attending the '‘re­ 
fresher course" in food cookery, a 
three-day cooking 
school 
spon­ 
sored by The Gettysburg Times 
in cooperation with the National 
Livestock and Meat Board. Chi­ 
cago. The high school auditorium 
will be the site of this culinary 
classroom. 
Designed to give homemakers 
the most up-to-date information in 
food 
cookery, 
"Spotlight

Conducting the sessions will be 
three field home economists for 
the meat board, who will pre­ 
pare about IO food dishes during 
each two-hour period.

ABERDEEN, S.D. (AP) — The 
Fischer quintuplets, very tiny but 
extremely vigorous, rounded out 
their first 48 hours of life early 
today with good 
prospects for 
survival. 
The babies born to Mr and Mrs. 
Andrew Fischer early Saturday 
were reported doing fine. 
Dr. James Berbos, who delivered 
the infants, said they were going 
strong on a diet of sugar water 
and may be switched to some­ 
thing heavier today, like a milk 
formula. 
Late Sunday, Dr. Berbos report­ 
ed that the four girls and a boy 
were being fed about four cubic 
centimeters of sugar water every 
two hours. 
DOING WELL 
Berbos, who nas delivered 3.607 
children in his 16 years as a 
physician, said both mother and 
children 
were 
doing extremely 
well. The first 72 hours were con­ 
sidered to be the most dangerous 
for the newborn quints, but there 


was no sign of trouble. 
Gifts of money and merchandise 
continued to pour in for the famil 
and Dr. Berbos added one of his 
own. 
“ I dont think I’ll charge them 
anything," Berbos said. He in 
dicated that St. Luke’s Hospital 
where the infants were born, also 
would forget about a bill.

ONE HUNDRED YEARS AGO 


Th* following is a letter writ­ 
ten by David Wills in relation to 
the proposition of establishing a 
Soldier’s Cemetery at Gettysburg. 
"Gettysburg, August 26. 1863 To 
His Excellency 
A. 
G. 
Curtin, 
Governor of Pennsylvania. Sir: 
By virtue of the authority re­ 
posed in me by your Excellency, 
I have invited the co-operations 
of the several loyal States having 
soldiers dead on the battlefields 
around this place, in the noble 
project of removing 
their re­ 
mains from their present exposed 
and imperfectly buried condition 
in the fields for miles around, to 
a cemetery. The Chief Executives 
of fifteen out of seventeen States 
have already responded, in most 
instances: highly pledging their 
States to unit ii the movement; in 
a few instances highly approving 
of the project, and stipulating to 
urge upon their Legislatures to 
make appropriations to defray 
their proportionate share of ex­ 
pense.. I have also at your re­ 
quest 
selected 
and 
purchased 
the grounds for this cemetery, 
the land to be paid for by, and 
the title to be made to, the State 
of Pennsylvania, and to be held 
in perpetuity devoted to the ob­ 
ject for which purchased. The 
grounds embrace about fourteen 
acres on Cemetery Hill, fronting 
on the Baltimore turnpike and 
extending to the Taneytown Road. 
It is the ground which formed the 
apex of our triangular line of bat­ 
tle and the key to our line of de­ 
fences. It embraces the highest 
point on Cemetery Hill, and over­ 
looks the whole battlefield. It is 
the spot which should be special­ 
ly consecrated to this sacred pur­ 
pose. It was here that such im­ 
mense quantities of our artillery 
were massed and during Thurs­ 
day and Friday of the battle 
dealt out deathihand destruction 
to the rebel army in every direc­ 
tion of their advance. 
I have 
been in conference at different 
times with agents sent here by 
the Governors of several of the 
Stales and we have arranged de­ 
tails for carrying out this sacred 
work. I herewith enclose you a 
copy of proposed arrangement 
of details, a copy of which I have 
also sent to the Chief Executive 
of each State having dead here. 
I have also at your suggestion 
cordially tendered to each State 
the privilege, if they desire, of 
joining in the title to the land. 
I think it would be showing only 
a proper respect for the health 
af this community not to com­ 
mence the exhuming of the dead 
and removal to the Cemetery un­ 
til the month of November, and 
in the meantime, the grounds 
should be artistically laid out and 
consecrated by appropriate cere­ 
monies. I am, with great respect, 
your Excellency’s obedient serv­ 
ice.

During the past week a typi­ 
cal contradiction in civil disobed­ 
ience occurred A group of minis­ 
ters from the Folcroft area strong­ 
ly protested to State Police Com­ 
missioner iv Wilson Purdy that 
his troopers did not pursue en­ 
forcement of the law stringently 
enough in the Folcroft racial dis­ 
turbance. 
OTHER MINISTERS 
But while those ministers urged 
enforcement of the law, scores of 
others urged disobedience of a 
U.S. Supreme Court decision— 
which is the law—banning Bible 
reading in public schools. 
A number of school boards an-' 
pounced they would ignore the 
law and require Bible reading to 
pupils. 
That is civil disobedience. 
STILL THE LAW 
That doesn’t mean the law in­ 
volved is right, wrong or indif­ 
ferent. But until some other social 
contract replaces it, it is the law. 
The right of civil disobedience 
is firmly upheld in political phil­ 
osophy through the centuries, but 
no theorist ever defined—and none 
probably could — precisely when 
the right can be exercised. 
Historically, when the right has 
been exercised its “rightness” has 
been determined by whether it 
was exercised successfully. Thus, 
Americans don’t question the right 
of revolution when they speak of

Francis Butler pleaded guilty to 
a general charge of murder today 
in the 1959 shooting of a North­ 
umberland County sheriff, 
Butler 66, entered the plea as 
he was about to go on trial for 
the second time in the slaying of 
Sheriff James R. Lauer.

The gray-haired Butler, accom­ 
panied by his attorney, Marjorie 
Matson, showed no emotion when 
he pleaded guilty, 
SENTENCED TO CH AIR 
Butler was convicted of first de­ 
gree murder and sentenced to die 
in the electric chair in a trial 
that ended May 21. 1960. 
His a t t o r n e y 
immediately 
launched a fight to have the con­ 
viction and sentence set aside, 
appealing 
unsuccessfully 
to 
a 
number of courts. 
Then last June the U S. Third 
Circuit Court of Appeals granted 
Butler a new trial, ruling the 
prosecution had suppressed evi­ 
dence that could have been favor­ 
able to the defendant. 
ADMITS SHOOTING 
During his trial Butler admitted 
shooting Sheriff Lauer May 27, 
1959, during an escape attempt 
in nearby McCandless Twp. 
At the time Butler was being 
returned by auto to Western State 
Penitentiary in Pittsburgh where 
he was serving a 4 to 10-year 
term for armed robbery. He had 
been taken by the sheriff to Sun­ 
bury for a hearing the previous 
day. 
Attorney Matson had argued 
that Butler was temporarily in­ 
sane at the time of the shooting 
and that the gun, Lauer’s own, 
had gone off accidentally during 
a struggle between the sheriff and 
Butler in the back seat of the 
car.

WASHINGTON 
<AP> - One 
of the most violent episodes in 
the controversial history of tile 
House Committee on Un-American 
Activities has ‘'tided. 
A beatmk-tinged tide of stu­ 
dents and their follower* has de­ 
camped from Congress after two 
days of hearings on a trip which 
SO of their number made to Cuba 
this summer despite a State De­ 
partment ban. 
Time and again, outbursts of ap­ 
plause and shouts of “tyranny" 
caused scores of policemen to 
swoop down and wrestle them out 
Of the Old House Office building. 
Each time they landed on the 
sidewalk they cried out against 
"police brutality " There was no 
doubt the cops did nm treat them 
gently* 
Many wore beards, denim work 
shirts, blue jeans and sandals. 
The most serious outbreak came 
Friday. 
Kathy Pnensky was a«ked if 
she was a member of a Progres­ 
sive Labor Student Club, which 
the committee called a Commu­ 
nist splinter group. 
Her voice trembling with emo­ 
tion. she said: “ Yes. because I 
believe socialism is the way to 
end racism and under socialism 
we can have congressmen who 
are tally representative and who 
are not elected because Negroes 
are not allowed to vote. . . .** 
A sharp outburst of applause 
greeted this sally. 
Police began grabbing the loud­ 
est clappers and hustling them to­ 
ward 
the 
door. 
“Leave them 
alone.” cried others. “Tyranny!” 
someone shouted over and over. 
"Down with HUAC! Down with 
HUAC!” cried a youth as he was 
marched to the door—‘Ht'AC’ re­ 
ferring to House L'n-American Ac­ 
tivities Committee. 
Several girls squirmed out of 
the 
grasp of 
the 
police 
and 
slumped to the floor; they started 
screaming outside as they were 
propelled down the stairs. 
At least 13 persons were rushed 
out of the building and tossed 
down the front steps of the build­ 
ing. which is across Independence 
Avenue from the capitol. 
Through it all the chairman. 


Rep Edwin Willis, D*La., banged 
his gavel and called on police to 
remove the noisiest applauders 
j He kept a rein on his temper and 
generally treated witnesses with 
politeness. 
Willis also presided at the worst, 
riot against the committee, as 
chairman of a subcommittee that 
held hearings on communism in 
San Francisco in I960. 
That demonstration got com­ 
pletely out of hand and police 
used firehoses to wash protesters 
down the steps of San Francisco’s 
city hall. The committee backed 
a movie version of that riot, 
called “Operation Abolition.” that 
portrayed the outbreak as being 
linked with Communists. 
COMMUNIST-INSPIRED 
After Friday* uproar. Willis 
again said Communists iaspired 
the trouble, using others as their 
fronts. 
The avowed purpose of the hear­ 
ings was to determine if new laws 
are needed to prevent Americans 
from traveling to Cuba But much 
of the questioning of the commit­ 
tee counsel. Alfred Mule, was 
aimed at linking the trip with the 
Progressive Labor Organization. 
which he said was founded by two 
Communists 
expelled from the 
party for dev iat.onism. 
The witnesses all tried to make 
these points: that there was no 
law against their going to Cuba, 
only a State Department regula­ 
tion: that the right to travel is 
guaranteed to them under the 
Constitution: and that the com 
mittee is 
illegally prying into 
their private affairs and associa­ 
tions. 
CALL W ITNESS NAMES 
They

first witness on Thursday a "rat,” 
a “creep" and a “liar.” He was 
Barry Hoffman. 26. a Bostonian 
who notified the FBI and the Cen­ 
tral Intelligence Agency he was 
I going on the trip. 
Hoffman said it was no ordinary 
Vmerican student group, that or­ 
dinary American students would 
not cheer a film of Mao Tse 
Tong or of an American helicop­ 
ter being shot down in Viet Nam, 
as he said this group had done 
in Cuba.
